
The choice of your first pipe can 
well make the difference between 
success and failure, Select a light¬ 
weight pipe vyith a fairly small in¬ 
side diameter in the best quality 
you can afford. 

For the first few smokes only 
half-fili your pipe until a protec¬ 
tive layer of carbon is formed in 
the bottom. Puff s-l-c-w- l-y f but 
smoke it right to the bottom. Keep 
the thickness of carbon to about 
1/16 inch with a proper reamer. 
Do not use a knife, 

Commence smoking when you 
are relaxed. Using a mild to medi¬ 
um strength tobacco, pack the 
bowl firmly yet loosely enough to 
draw comfortably* Light evenly, 
drawing hard at first. Then puff 
GENTLY. Hold the bowl of your
